Suspenseful but replete with typical 
G.I. humor, MGM’s “Imitation Gen- 
eral” tells the story of a sergeant who 
doesn’t know he’s a hero but takes a 
vital gamble when he impersonates a 
general during a curcial episode of the 
Battle of the Bulge in World War II. 

The sergeant is played by Glenn 
Ford, who comes to the new role from 
his hits in “The Sheepman,” “Cowboy” 
and “Don’t Go Near the Water.” In 
co-starring roles are Red Buttons in 
his first film since his Academy Award- 
winning role in “Sayonara,” and Taina 
Elg, who became a star overnight after 
“Les Girls.” Another prominent role 
is played by teen-age favorite, Dean 
Jones. 

Master Sergeant Murphy Savage 
makes his decision to impersonate Brig- 
adier General Charles Lane (Kent 
Smith) because he is convinced that 
the sudden death of the general, if it 
becomes known, will make the differ- 
ence between victory and defeat when 
groups of U. S. soldiers, separated 
from their divisions and aimlessly 
roaming the French countryside, are 
caught in a German pocket. 

With ingenuity and the ability to 
laugh himself out of danger, Murphy, 
aided by his side-kick, Corporal Chan

In the course of his adventures 
Murphy turns a scared fledgling soldier 
(Dean Jones) into a fighter and falls 
in love with Simone (Taina Elg), 
young French farm girl, whose house 
serves as his headquarters. And in the 
story’s humorous ending, he routs not 
only the enemy but also his own per- 
sonal antagonist, the gold-bricking ex- 
sergeant Orville Hutchmeyer (Tige 
Andrews), who has been gunning for 
him. 

“Tmitation General’ was directed by 
George Marshall and was produced by 
William Hawks. William Bowers 
wrote the screen play from a story by 
William Chamberlain. 

Filmed in CinemaScope on location 
in the Lake Sherwood district of the 


San Fernando Valley, a locale closely 
resembling the French countryside, the 
picture entailed the studio’s biggest 
“local” location project in ten years, 
with the technical and acting personnel 
comprising more than 200 people.

The biggest “local” location for 
MGM in ten years took place for the 
filming of “Imitation General,” with a 
personnel of some 200 actors and tech- 
nicians making a 90-mile round trip 
daily from the studio to Ventura 
County and back for six of the seven 
weeks in which the CinemaScope pic- 
ture was in production.

Red Buttons doesn’t want to play 
Hamlet. 

On the other hand, the popular co- 
median has now made an active move 
towards playing serious dramatic roles 
in films and television. His first step 
in this direction came with his role in 
“Sayonara,” for which he won an 
Academy Award. Now he co-stars with 
Glenn Ford and Taina Elg in MGM’s 
“Tmitation General” in a dramatic role 
for which he wouldn’t have been con- 
sidered a year ago. 

Up until that time his name had been 
coupled with rousing slapstick, mug- 
ging and quick-on-the-comeback jokes. 
He had been a star in burlesque, in fact 
was in the last burlesque show in New 
York before authorities stepped in for 
good. He had been the star of his own 
television show on the two major net- 
works—again as a comedian—and he 
had been the laugh rage of the night 
club circuit. 

What was responsible for the met- 
amorphosis of Buttons? Buttons him- 
self. 

“T guess it’s true that most come- 
dians would like to break away from 
being funny occasionally, at least that’s 
the way it’s always been with me. But 
while I was convinced I was ready to 
take a chance, no one else was. When a 
comic’s spent a lifetime being a comic, 
producers are reluctant to gamble that 
he can do anything else. Then I got 
lucky. I heard about a wonderful part 
in ‘Sayonara’ and went after it. Josh 
Logan and William Goetz, who directed 
and produced the picture, agreed to let 
me read, and the next thing I knew 
the part was mine. 

“The next step was easier. Director 
George Marshall and Producer Wil- 
liam Hawks asked me to read for ‘Im- 
itation General’ and gave me the part 
before I finished the first scene. It’s a 
role that has everything, where I’m 
concerned, some drama, some humor 
and a lot of action.” 


tion General” was photographed in the 
hills north of Thousand Oaks, the 
closest area to Hollywood resembling 
a French countryside during World 
War II. 

Three major sets comprise a bombed- 
out French farmhouse, which was du- 
plicated on a sound stage for interior 
sequences; a number of ruins, and a 
covered bridge. Six giant Sherman 
tanks, obtained from Fort Ord, rounded 
out the properties, which included 350,- 
000 rounds of ammunition, 128,000 
pounds of explosives for synthetic land 
mines, and 180 machine guns and rifles.
